Gallaudet  To  Begin  Admitting 
Hearing  Undergraduate  Students 

For  the  first  time  in  Gallaudet  University’s  136-year  histoiy,  hearing  students  will  be 
admitted  as  full-time  college  students  beginning  in  August  2001.  This  will  be  a  trial 
program  to  measure  the  hearing  students’  impact  on  the  undergraduate  program.  Up  to 
two  percent  (2%)  or  six  students  of  the  freshman  class  will  be  hearing  students.  Officials 
from  Gallaudet  state  that  there  have  been  many  requests  from  hearing  students  to  join 
Gallaudet  as  an  undergraduate.  Gallaudet  currently  has  a  program  that  allows  visiting 
undergraduate  students  to  enroll  for  a  semester  or  more.  Annually,  this  average  about  ten 
hearing  students  per  year. 

Astrid  Goodstein,  Executive  Director  of  Enrollment  at  Gallaudet  stated,  “Under  no 
circumstances  will  hearing  students  have  special  accommodations  in  any  place  on 
campus.  Not  in  the  classroom,  not  in  the  dorms,  not  in  the  register’s  office.  They  will  be 
treated  as  equal  to  our  deaf  students.”  Ricky  Taylor,  a  deaf  student  from  Virginia 
working  on  his  second  bachelor  degree  and  a  masters,  said,  “I  think  the  pilot  program  is  a 
good  way  for  the  University  to  look  into  the  opportunity  of  accepting  hearing  students. 
The  student  body  will  change  for  better  because  we’ll  leam  from  them  and  the  world  will 
be  a  better  place  because  they  will  leam  from  us.  In  its  own  way,  it  will  present  a  lot  of 
challenge,  but  it  will  benefit  the  University  and  its  students.” 

Jennifer  Piroth,  a  hearing  student  from  the  University  of  Florida  in  Tampa,  said, 
Gallaudet  offers  the  cultural  immersion  that  I  can’t  get  anywhere  else  and  in  order  to 
work  with  any  population  successfully,  one  has  to  get  to  know  their  culture.” 

The  hearing  students,  who  want  to  attend  as  undergraduates,  must  pas  the  ASLPI,  submit 
SAT  or  ACT  scores,  send  their  high  school  transcripts  and  everything  else  a  regular 
Gallaudet  applicant  does.  (Summarized  from  Silent  News,  December  2000,  Volume  32, 
Issue  12,  pages  1  &  14.
